In the instant 
case, the combination as claimed does not require the particulars of the subcombination as 
claimed because claims 1-18 simply drawn to a receiver unit in a wireless communication system 
with the use of a decision-directed detector. The subcombination has separate utility such as an 
apparatus and its corresponding method for performing detection of received data transmission 
by using an adaptive threshold, which regarding as a distinct method for signal detection using a 
threshold with further including interference or noise encountered.
